The Annual Meeting of &e Massachusetts Anti- 
Slavery Society took place last week. The attend¬ 
ance was full, and. the enthusiasm as ardent and 
undying as ever. Every one present seemed to 
feel that there was a momentous work for Aboli¬ 
tionists to do. Though the speaking was fully up 
the level of any previous gathering, still there 
s an atmosphere of work pervading the sessions, 
t so uniformly witnessed. All the speeches 
re close to the business in hand. In this re¬ 
spect, this annual meeting clbsety resembled some 
of its predecessors of twenty and thirty years ago: 
So large a number of the okl friends of'the cause 
were present, as to call forth from Mr. Foster the 
remark that there were few faces in the audience I 
that he had not known for twenty-five or thirty 
years. With the single exception of a disputed 
assertion relative to the debate of the last annual 
meeting, the utmost harmony prevailed. In rela- 
■'on to the urgent issues of the hoar, all present 
w eye to eye. 

Mr. Wright’s opening speech and resolution 
gave the tone to the discussions ; the indispensable | 
guarantee of the ballot, accompanied by land and 
education, was the demand of even' speaker. As 
to methods, this meeffrig showed that the Radicals 
of Massachusetts had fully made up their minds 
both as to the President and the. Supreme Court. 
Action, decision, immediate action in both these 
directions was insisted on. 

The sessions were long, and continued crowded 
tilt the close. 

The Ladies’ Anniversary Festival was well at¬ 
tended, and the pecuniary results win probably 
reach about the same amount as last year, enabling 
the American Anti-Slavery Society to meet the 
dose of the present Society-year, in May, free 
from debt.

About a dozen of- these trophies were disposed of, I 
and at the usual hour the assembly broke up. 
Strengthened and cheered by this interview and 
opportunity for comparison of views, the friends 
of the negro gird themselves for another year of 
battle in his behalf.

7HE DILEMMA. 


Congress, by its own folly, is apparently 
much at sea on the subject of reconstruction at 
the opening of last session. The disgraceful 
1-edient of the last session now fetters the work 
attempted in this. After a prolonged debate, Mr. 
Stevens’s enabling act has been recommitted. 
Good words have been spoken. No etep forward 
has been taken. If the infamous Amendment, to 
which Mr. Stevens’s enabling act was originally 
appended, could also be recommitted, and buried 
beyond the possibility of resurrection, we should 
be less inclined to complain. The equitable pro¬ 
visions of the enabling act, it was affirmed, would 
save!the country from the acknowledged dangers 
inherent in the Amendment. But most of the 
Northern States, through the blindness, stupidity, 
or rascality of political leaders, stand to-day com¬ 
mitted by their Legislatures to the “swindle;” 
while the protection proposed by Mr. Stevens is 
denied. We do not know what will next be pressed 
by Radical members, but the vote on the recom¬ 
mittal of Mr. Stevens’s bill has a doubtful look for 


Two successive mornings this week, Presidential 
vetoes, of the usual type, have been served up to us. 
For everything in the way of impartial legislation 
involving the interests of the colored race in 
reconstruction, a veto is in store. With a-Presi- 
dent entitled by loyalty and personal fitness to the 
Executive chair, which Andrew Johnson long since 
ceased to be, the difficulties of reconstruction 
would doubtless be considerable. But they would 
not, as at present, be insurmountable. In view of 
the fact that a two-third vote is indispensable in 
both Houses, the disagreement which exists in the 
Reconstruction Committee is as mnch of a dead¬ 
lock as that between the President and Congress 
as a whole. 

Meanwhile, with or without his vetoes, Johnson 
is master of the situation. His so-called State gov¬ 
ernments are in fall blast, loyally throughout the 
South is proscribed, and red-handed traitors are 
reinstated in their old position as a ruling class. 
The blacks have not in many cases even the free¬ 
dom to work. They are subject to innumerable 
outrages, are murdered by tens of thousands, 
while the auction block and whipping post, de¬ 
spite of Congress, Gen. Grant, and Civil Rights 
bills, are re-established as “legalizedinstitutions.’’ 

Never had a body of men a more significant ad¬ 
monition from their constituents to go forward 
and meet the responsibilities of a great crisis by 
fulfilling the demands of justice and impartial 
freedom, than Congress in the elections of last 
Autumn. That the men have thus far proved 
themselves sadly unequal to their responsibilities, 
the condemnatory truthfulness of the eloquent 
appeal and statement of facts which we print 
another column, from the true and tried Southern 
loyalists, is abundant evidence. 

Another month of the present session remains. 
Again we urge, that the first thing for you to do, 
men of Congress, is to impeach and depose An¬ 
drew Johnson. To this, or to an ignominious 
surrender, you will be forced at last. We warn 
you that to delay or postpone longer this nearest 
Iduty is fraught with many dangers. ^ The rebel 
•Chief should not be allowed by you additional- 
time to prepare and strengthen himself, in antici¬ 
pation of future contingencies. To tolerate in 
office at any time an incumbent who has flagrantly, 
notoriously abused his trust, is unwise and demor¬ 
alizing. To continue in office at this time, and in 
pur present circumstances, a President who has 
become the terror of dependent loyalists, the i^onct-

His love of humanity, and his wish to see freedom 
given to the slaye, took him from his large business 
the Kennebec in Maine,, to Philadelphia, in the Winter 
pf 1833, to attend the meeting that formed the American 
Anti-Slavery Society. 

He always stood by the side of Win. Lloyd Garrison, 
and in earnest support of the noblest paper ever pub¬ 
lished in America, if not the whole world—the liber¬ 
ator. Mr. Garrison was present at his funeral and spoke 
his warm appreciation of the life-long friendship exist¬ 
ing between them, and the faithful services to philan¬ 
thropy which his deal- friend had so truly performed 
his years of health and fortune.

-And, having 
fairly practised her own preaching, having applied her¬ 
self to the work for which she felt that God had given 
fier courage and ability, in spite >f the fact that this 
work required ber to step out of that squSrrebcage 
called women’s •‘appropriate sphere,” she is entitled to 
cafl upon the rest of ns to take part in this most im¬ 
portant work, and to add our infliience and action to 
another and a greater Emancipation movement.. We 
Abolitionists have been laboring thiity-fiva years for 
one-sixth part of the American population. The time 
has come for a more comprehensive movement, though 
the former is not y.et crowned with full success, and 
ought not by any means to be abandoned.

Now, 
only has the race that he was then persecuting obtained 
an encouraging sight of the promised land of eqnal 
rights, they are “marching on ” towards tbe possession 
of it ; now, not only do colored men act cm legislative 
committees, but they find the times so changed that, 
j at the hearing given by the Committee on Federal Re-| 
lations, not one voice appeared in advocacy of the side 
formerly taken by Mr. Lunt, but every speaker opposed 
the Constitutional Amtendment as falling short of what 
I justice aud expediency now unite in demanding for the 
colored race.

Monrovia, Liberia, October, 1867. 

Thanks for your interest in my girls. Failing to 
secure them admission into the College, I have under¬ 
taken their education jnyseli', and am now endeavoring 
to push them forward. The eldest shows zealous inter¬ 
est in Euclid, Moral Philosophy and History, and I 
am endeavoring to put her forward, in Latin and 
English literature. I <lo not regret bringing her home, 
but regret, nevertheless, the Iosb of the large advantages 
of Oberlin. 

Female education is the need of this country, 
beyond all other countries, -woman is lower and 
degraded than her sisters elsewhere. If, as a colony 
of Christians, we ean raise woman, then we shall 
ceed in establishing society on this coast, and planting 
X. Y. S. C. H. and His holy religion, and this, it seems 
to me, is the great mission of black Americans 
West Coast of Africa. In fulfilling this mission, 
and serious are our difficulties ; but we bring, I think, 
enough of American spirit and Am erican hope with 
us to do our duty iu our day and generation, and to 
transmit the same qualities to our children for the same 
great end.
